The liainitton Keihy was instituted in V.1U7 and 
ha:; liecii run e;i<li year since, the list of its winners 
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send-off. Kix-culation was keen and surjirises were 
in order. Hack Hay made a runaway affair of 
t!ie S.ilish;iry llandica)i, in which he met some 
cf the best sjirinters here. lie showed a great 
turn of s|H'cd from the start and w:is never in 
trouble. 

Th»- oifcning race resulted in an easy victory for 
J. I.s)we’s gelding. Wow, which showed a liking 
for the going and won by five lengths. In the sec- 
ond riiee, wliicli was at a mile over the turf course. 
Coinacho. at long odds. w:is an easy winner over 
Hrynliinah. which, ;is usual, began slowly and fin- 
ished witii a rush. 

The best finish of the afteriKsiii came with the 
running of tht third r:iee. the «-vcn money f.ivorite. 
Statini, from the st:tbh‘ of .1. E. Seagram, getting 
up in the linal stride to be:it Co|iiier King by a 
nose. 

In the sixth race Swift Fox bstked all over the 
victor when entering the strctcli, but tired badly 
in the bist eighth and Ito.val Interest, coming fast 
on the outside, tiiiishcd with a rush and drew out 
to win in a canter. 

.lockey Crump rode a fine race on Statini in the 
third, when he landed tl.e Seagram racer a winner 
by a small m.irgin over Coitper King.

RACING BOOMING IN BUENOS AIRES. 



San Francisco. Cal., June 215. — -\rgeiitina is a 
great country as a turf c-eiiter, according to R. P. 
Roberts, a menitier of tlie loi-al Oriving Chib, 
uimii bis return to;lay from an extensive tour of 
South America. He says racing Is lioomiiig in 
Buenos Aires, with two tracks rnniiiiig tlie year 
round. Racing is held only on Thursdays, Sundays 
and holidays, but there are so many of the latter 
that there is racing nearly every day. 

Roberts was out to one of the tracks on a 

■week-day and fully lU.UUO pwple lined the course, 
which is descrilied as beuiitifiil and more modern 
tliau our best tracks. The pari iniitiiel system 

of iK'tting is u;-a*d exclusively and the wager- 
ing is heavy. The class of horses and Jo<-keys 
also <-oinpare favorably, the one difference tliat 
Roberts noted was the fact that curb bits an* 

used, which enables tlie jm-keys to pull up the 
Iiorses ijiiickly. The horses are brought out 'with 
their jockeys up for an exercise gallop before tlie 
race, so that the spectators can view them. Then 
they go to the paddock for five or ten minutes 
before going to the ]>ost. 

Brasil was another »*ountry where Roberts wit- 
nessed racing, but he says Argentina has made 

more progress with racing. The races attract all 
the aristocrats and society iieople of tlie cities. 
Roberts gives it as his opinion tiiat there is a 
big field in South America fur American breeders 
of tboruughbreds to explore.

Ocean Sweep Will Represent George J, Long. 

Trainer I'ete Coyne lias annoiiiieed tliat of tin* 
five iiorses iio.'iiinatyil by George J. loing. bis •■m - 
ployer. for tlie Ciii'eiiiiiati Troiiliy. lie will ilepeiid 
on Ocean Sweep, winner of tin* Ilebiitante St:ike:; 
at I»iiisville, to get the long end of the purse 
for him. Tiiis fill.v is a rare piece of horsefh*sli 
and in her last raeti slie came from far back, 
whieli sliows that tlie distance of three-ijuarler.s 
will lie helpful ratlier than delriinenlal to licr 
chaiiees. It has ulwa.vs been the ambition of 
Mr. laiiig to win the Tropli.v hecati.se of tin* 
tropli.v itself, hilt the liest he ooiild ever do was 
to finish second in it witli Sir Hiioii in 19b."i. He, 
as well as trainer Coyne is confident tliat tliis 
year the silver service or pl:ite will lx* taken to 
llasliford Manor, as he is sweet on Ocean Sweep’s 
cliaiiees to wiu the big race. 

.American, a brotlicr to tlipsey George, wl.leb 
Jefferson I.ivingstoli inircliased from Rome Res- 
pess for a fanc.v figure, will lie the only starter 
from this establisinneiit in the Trophy. American 
is by Dick Welles-Animosity, and in his first two 
starts finished second and third and ran green 
liuth times. Mr. I.iviiigston named five horses for 
the big two- 5 'ear-oid stake, all English bred. Lion. 
Meins, Spearlene, Day and Delmaii and wlien lie 
found that none of tlieui would be read.v to run 
in it. he purchased American, so as to have 
worthy representation. 

When it comes to owning a winning “claiming 
stable” .1. B. Goodman is in a class b.v liinisetf. 
He now lias five good racers. Liberator, J. J. 
Mtirdm’k, Gipsey George, Droll and Kinney, ail of 
wliieli lie claimed, and all of which are capable 
of holding their own on any race track. Gootiniaii 
is nut a vengeful claimer, and dtn's not take 
Iiorses becatisi' he does not like tlielr owners or 
because of iiersonal grievances, but because he 
wants good horses and has found this a good way 
to get them when they are in condition to win. 
As a rule he runs them for an anioniit closer to 
tlieir true value than the owners from whom he 
took them and, as a result, he does not lose them. 

For Fair May Not Race Again. 

After much hard and patient work and Just 
when it looked like his efforts had been crowned 
with success liecause of one victory. Dr. G. M. 
Miller has again been forced to let up on For Fair 
and it will, in all probability, be a long time, if 
ever, when the son of Pair Flay — Fair.v gets back 
to the races again. After his win it seemed t*ertain 
that the liorse would stand, but bis legs are bad 
and in liis next start he gave way. This made the 
fourth time that be bad fallen lame and further 
IKitching of his bad legs will be a hard task. 

Trainer Juek Baker finally got Dr. Samuel, a 
Canadian Derby winner in condition enough to 
score again ami, althougli the horses be beat did

Was the Champion Racer of His Day in England 
and a Coming Sire. 



We are informed b.v tlie Britisli Bloodstock 
.\geney lliat A. W. Cox, more familiarl.v known 
under his racing iiom de plume of Mr. Pairie, lias 
sustained a serious loss liy the deatli of his famous 
stallion Itayardo, wliieli took place suddenly at 
Maiiton oil Monday, .lune 4. 

Ba.vardo, wliii-li was bred b.v Ids owner, was foaled 
in ItMMi and was by Ita.v Konald -Galiciti (dam of 
Is'inlxTg) , by Galopin - Isoletta and had a liiglily 
distinguisiied <-areer on tlie turf. 

-\s a two-year-old lie was nntieaten, winning 
seven rnees. His debut xvas made in the New 
Stakes at Ascot, in wliicli he defeated Perdieeas, 
I’erola and ten olliers. His next race was tlie 
National Breeders’ Produce Stakes at Saiidown 
Park, in xvliieh lie was opposeii )iy Glasgerion, 
Vivid and Eouviers, anieiig others. His other juve- 
nile sneeesses were scored in tlie Itieliinoiid Stakes 
at GiSMlwood, ’I'he Buckingham Stakes and tiie IJous 
Memorial Stakes at the First Oetolsr Meeting at 
Newmarket, tlic iliddlc I’ark Plate and tlie Dew- 
liiirst Plate. 

He was. natural ly. strongly fancied for the clas- 
sics of ISnit) and odds were laid on him for tlie 
’I'wo Tlionsand Guineas, in wliieli, however, lie 
••oiild only finish fourth to Minoru, Plialerou and 
Eoinieres.
